The station broadcast nothing but static. 
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Radio and TV should be a source of information 
on and and (sic) should generate enthusiasm 
in all that is going on in the community, 
county, state, nation, world. The information 
oriented radio and TV networks that I have 
seen in Germany and Canada are far more 
exciting and superior to most anything that 

I have seen in the USA. Let's see if I can 
remember a few examples. 


Doctors in the USA found out old deep fat 
frying fat left in the pot several days de- 
composes into carcinogens after several days of 
use. Without warning TV crews came to Bratwurst 
stands in various German cities and asked 
point blank “How many times do you change 

the fat?" This was followed by a tally and 
evaluation. 


Every tire chain for sale in Germany was tested 
and rated on TV for ease of putting on, cornering 
ability, stopping, price durability and so on. 
Also we were told where we could buy these 
brands. On the radio racial problems were 
discussed honestly and in depth by energetic, 
interesting people. Any controversial issue 
that was discussed was treated to give scrupu- 
lous and careful consideration to both sides 

of the issue. While driving through Canada I 
heard a telephone interview with a man from 

the fisheries department explaining why a lake 
had to be poisoned to provide more and better 
fish in later years. The radio announcer was 
well prepared and asked about possible poisoning 
of fish in streams draining the lake and so on. 
Shortly thereafter there was a TV program about 
a local club around the Creston area that col- 
lected old telephones. The program went into 
the history of the club, the history of the 
telephones and so on. 


There are so many things a radio station can 

do that is not tied down to capitalism like KJR is 
or the big networks. Is the cost of education 
going up or down and why? How about the quality? 
What do clubs at the U of W do? Do the students 
have money to.spend? How much? Who determines 
what money is spent where, etc? Talk to Dr. 
Halpern at the U of W about drug abuse. Do an 
expose on life insurance or auto insurance. 
Publish the lists compiled in other states, like 
Pennsylvania (I think) that published the cost 
of various types of insurance by different com- 
panies and what they offered. Where does the 
money I give to UGN really go? What is the 

HOPE hospital ship? Where is it? Where does 

the money come from? What do Seattle politicians 
think about Vietnam? Protesters that chain them- 
selves to railroad ties? Smog? There must be 
1000's of experts in Government positions 
willing to talk about projects they are doing 
for me and you. How about the mountaineers? 
What do they do? Who are members? Does the U 

of W publish books? What kinds? how many? 

Where can I get free medical and dental 

work in Seattle? Who pays for it? Where does 

the help come from? Who helps? What about 
bicycle clubs? How about the Daily Flag? 

What is it really? How are they doing? 


What really happened when those last twins 
were born to a heroin addict in the King 
County jail? What the hell was a pregnant 
woman doing in jail going through the 
DT's?

Then a tape or the 
announcer will come on and the volume is so low 
that I have to go turn it up. Then music comes 
on again and it blasts my ears and I have to go 
turn it down again. If I am doing housework it 
can be very inconvenient. Do any of your other 
listeners complain of that? 


I really do enjoy KRAB, even there are (sic) 

a few things that go on that make me grit mv 
teeth (mostly accidents, cut-off-in-mid-air 
speakers, lost tapes, etc.) I hope that I will be 
able to provide more support in the future for 
KRAB's worthy efforts.
